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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method and system for generating electronic signatures for 
electronic voting. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of 
" receiving from a reliable authority parameters to be used for calculating a 
private key; calculating a private key by means of the received parameters and 
parameters randomly selected: receiving a serial number to be used for generating an 
anonymous signature of a ballot for said poll, said signature being specific to the 
members of the list of voters: generating an anonymous signature specific to the 
members of the list of voters, this signature being built so as to contain a proof that the 
member of the list of voters having issued the signature, has a certificate of membership 
of the list of voters, and a signature element which is common to all the signatures 
issued by a same member of the list of voters with a same serial number and which 
contains proof that the serial number was used for generating the signature ". The 
closest prior arts, Aull (US 7,025,180) and London Schrader et al (US 20070077887), 
each discloses a system for anonymous electronic voting that fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious.
